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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument that the Ushio reference does not 
teach removing sulfur and nitrogen in the second reaction zone is not persuasive. Ushio teaches in column 9, lines 35-46 that the 
accomplishment rate of the desulfurization reaction in the first stage is 80% or more. Therefore, Ushio teaches that up to 20 of the 
desulfurization can occur in the second stage. Therefore, the examiner asserts that the Ushio reference does at least suggest 
desulfurization, to some extent, in the second stage. Regarding the examples, the examiner reminds the applicant that a reference is not 
limited solely to the examples .
